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Ohio Breeders Hold 

What proved to be a most 
en:husiastic session was called 
to order at 1:00 o'clock by 
President J. S. Caldwell, of 
Chillicothe, the business pro- 
ceeded in regular form, many 
topics including some legisla- 
tion being discussed and acted 
upon. The:membership dues were reduced from $5.00 to $2.50 per 
year and the secretary instructed to so advise the breeders of the 
state, it being the purpose to increase the membership to include 
all the breeders if possible. The election returned President J. S. 
Ca'dwell, of Chillicothe, Vice-President F. B. Turnbull, of Cedar- 
ville; and Secretary-Treasurer C. D. Littleton, of Kenton to their 


former stations. Messrs J. W. Edwards and David Bradfute being | 


elected to the Loard of directors. 

After a delicious five course dinner was served, Mr. Turnbull, 
who acted as toastmaster, called on O. E. Bradfute, who we all 
know to be one of the strong supporters of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
Mr. Bradfute and his father staried in the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
business back in the year 1883, paying $300 apiece for two imported 
heifers and a bull, which they purchased of Mr. Dye, of Troy, Ohio. 
It may be of interest to know that while O. E. Bradfute has been :n- 
terested in the Farm Bureau work of which he is now National 
President, his son, David Bradfute, continues to breed the same 
breed of cattle his grandfather and father did. Mr. Bradfute’s re- 
marks were based on the future outlook for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
He stated that he would give most anything if he could tell just 
what was in the future, but, history often repeats itself and as the 
cattle, as well as other live stock, have their ups and downs, it is 
looking very favorable for the Aberdeen-Angus cattle today. 
Among other remarks Mr. Bradfute stated that he believed Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle to be on as firm a basis as anything he knew of. 
P Secretary Chas. Gray, of Chicago, then gave the following ad- 

ress: 

“It gave me keen satisfaction to accept the invitation of your 
wr to be here this afternoon to give a brief history of the 

reed. 

“The origin of the Aberdeen-Angus breed is somewhat lost in 
the midsts of antiquity. The oldest record that we can find re- 
corded seems to have been made 400 years ago, or in the ‘year 1523, 
in Volume III, page 344, of the Spaul- 
ding Club Antiquities of the Shires of 
Aberdeen and Banff. In this record 
mention is made of polled cattle. This 
specific mention and date establishes 
beyond question that the present day 
Aberdeen-Angus or their immediate 
domestic ancestors existed in the 
northeast part of Scotland. All other 
dates prior to 1523 in regard to the or- 
igin and existence of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed of cattle naturally must 
be recognized as mere conjectures. 

“The breed derived its name from 
the Shires of Aberdeen and Angus 
which were situated in the northwest 
part of Scotland. The Shire or Coun- 
ty of Aberdeen is still one of the larg- 
est in the northeast part of Scotland, 
while the term “Angus” is obsolete 
as far as the name of a county is con- 
cerned at present. The territory form- 
erly known as the County of Angus 
is comprised in the counties or shires 
lying south of Aberdeenshire and are 
now known as Forfarshire and Kin- 
eardineshire. 

The chief distinguishing charac- 
teristics of the breed are its black col- 
er and polled, or hornless head. 

“The average cattlemen or those 
interested in the cattle industry are 
not very much concerned about the an- 
cient history of the domestic breeds of 
cattle, thus it is not deemed necessary 
to give more than the points that seem 
necessary to link the features of im- 
portance of the past century to the 
present conditions as we find them in 
the United States or North America 
today. Prior to the union of England 
and Scotland in the year 1707 there 
had been no incentive for farmers to

| Board of Directors Hold Meeting 


rd of Directors of the American 
slleon Aner Breeders’ Assoc:ation met 
in the office of Secretary Gray, in Chicago 
Friday, February 9th, and transactcd 
le A business for the members, All mem- 
i and ‘lrecsurcr Len Lamar, of Sioux 
City, were present. It was an enthusiastic 
meeting and the board labored unanimously 
for the best interests of the brced. Many 
important matters were brought before the 
board for consideration and disposal, the 
chief among them possibly being the allot- 
ting of appropria‘ions for fairs and shows 
throughout the coun‘ry. Lest year some 
money was placed at county fairs, but it was 
found upon investigation that the amount 
was so small as to be of no real significance, 
therefore the county fair appropriations 
were transferred to the Boy’s and Girl’s 
Club Contests, this appropriation being in- 
creased to $3,500 for 1923 and appended will 
be found a schedule regulating the amounts 
and conditions under which this money may 
be won. This was a wise move upon the part 
of the board for this is without question the 
one great department of the extension work 
which will bring real results through edu- 
cating and building real constructive breed- 
ers for the future. . - 

The board labored hard in the revision of 
the appropriations for fairs, increasing the 
to‘al amount by approximately $2,000 over 
last vear. This it was felt was going the 
limit after the budget had been carefully 
gone over and the revenues for the ensuing 
year anticipa‘ed. If the Association finds 
itself in position to follow an annual in- 
crease of like proportions it will not be long 
un'il our appropriations will equal those of 
other breed associations of larger membcr- 
ship and longer standing. All in all it was 
felt generally by the board that the year 
1923 was really to prove the turning point 
in the business, that is that this year would 
ec‘ually show a very marked increase and 
advance over last, which was be’ter than the 

receeding year. Conditions generally are 
oueie to relax slightly and the cattle- 
men of the coun*ry are going to take advan- 
tage of this condition.

The Grazing Land of Texas. 


About 58 per cent of the landed area of 
the United States, or 1145 million acres is 
classed as grazing land, and when all lands 
having potential value for other uses than 
grazing are so utilized, there will yet be 855 
million acres of permanent grazing land in 
the United States. In Texas, 123% million 
acres, or 73.4 per cent of the entire area of 
the State, are now devoted to grazing; 31% 
million acres, or 18.6 per cent are classed as 
improved land in farms; 10 million acres, or 
6 per cent are in forests and 3 1-3 million 
acres or 2 per cent are occupied by high- 
ways, railroads, towns, cities, riverbeds, and 
so forth. The marked decline in the rate of 
increase in farm acreage in Texas, as re- 
vealed by the census, indicates the approach- 
ing limit of the profitably farmed area and 
that a larger acreage will ccntinue to be de- 
voted to grazing than to the production of 
crops in Texas. 

This and other significant information rel- 
ative to the importance of the ranching phase 
of agriculture, marks the introductory chap- 
ters, and an exhaustive economic siudy of 
ranching is found in the succeeding chapters 
of a valuable and interesting bulletin on 
ranch economics en‘itled ‘An Economic Study 
of a Typical Ranching Area on the Edwards 
Plateau of Texas,” just issued by the Texas 
Agricultural Experiment Station, A. and M. 
College. Dr. B. Youngblood, Director of the 
Station, and Dr. A. B. Cox, who, until recent- 
ly was a member of Director Youngbiood’s 
staff, with a corps of assistants, devoted 
more than two years specifically to this 
study. The bulletin contains 423 pages and 
73 illustrations. There are 16 chapters and 
an extensive bibliography. It is the first 
comprehensive treatment by the Texas Sta- 
tion of the business of grazing and should

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 
Noticing an article in your January 22d 
issue of the Journal concerning the ratio of 
the different beef breeds of cattle shown at 


“the 1923 Western Stock Show held at Den- 


ver and being interested in the Aberdeen- 
Angus in a small way, am giving you my 
opinion as to why so few Aberdeen-Angus 
are shown. I have been a close observer of 
the Western Show for several years and I 
believe I am safe in saying that the show- 
ing made by Aberdeen-Angus is getting less 
every year, not in quality, but in quantity, 
and I believe the main cause for this depre- 
ciation in numbers is due to the support we 
receive from the association. Not that I 
am casting any reflections on the association 
or that I am a knocker, but I do not believe 
we receive the prize money for the Western 
Show which we should, considering the vast 
field of range country the Denver show cov- 
ers. 

The Denver show has grown in magnitude 
in the last few years until it is second to 
none as a range and feeder show. Large 
Western range men look to the Denver show 
as an opportunity to lay in their supply of 
breeding stock for the season, many requir- 
ing several car loads of breeding bulls a 
year. As the Denver show covers prac- 
tically the whole Western range country it 
seems to me like a wonderful field to work 
on. As conditions are at present there are 
several state fairs in the east (an old es- 
tablished Aberdeen-Angus country) receiv- 
ing as much or more prize money than we 
for a show several times as large aud one 
where the very desire of the range man’s 
needs are met. 

Give us more encouragement by making 
conditions such that some of the big show 
herds will come to Denver with their fat 
single and carloads of fat steers, their breed- 
ing herds, and show us Westerners what 
Aberdeen-Angus will do in competition with 
other beef breeds. 

The only way to encourage an Aberdeen- 
Angus show in Denver is to put up prize 
money enough to help meet some of the ex- 
penses incurred by such an undertaking. We 
can not help but see why the other breeds 
make such a clean sweep as to numbers 
shown when we compare the inducements 
given their breeders by their associations. 

I may be entirely wrong in my ideas, but 
I do believe a little extra effort and thought 
along these lines will pay big interest in 
years to come. :

Note what the slaughter test did for 
the Aberdeen-Angus at the recent Denver 
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show, where he had no standing in the “on 
foot” classes. The block test is supreme and 
that is why the butchers and packers bid 
highest for Aberdeen-Angus whenever they 
appear on the markets. Keep these things 
in mind when trying to determine which 
breed to take up.

The Doonholm Herd Catalog. 

It is with pleasure that receipt of the 
Doonholm private herd catalog is acknowl- 
edged, and Mr. James Kennedy, proprietor 
of Doonholm which is located at Ayr, on the 
Firth of Clyde, on the Southwest coast of 
Scotland, is to be congratulated upon this 
artistic contribution to breed history. There 
are some sixty-two cows and heifers tabulat- 
ed, among them being twenty-one Ericas, 
eleven of which belong to the Enchantress 
family; a dozen Second Branch Blackbirds; 
seven of the Miss Burgess tribe; while the 
balance is made up of Lady Idas, Mulben 
Prides, Matildas of Wester Fowlis and Roses 
of Brumin. The booklet comprises full ex- 
tended pedigrees of something over 100 head 
of cattle as well as about two dozen excel- 
lent pictures of individuals and groups. The 
two-year-old Prince Benson of Ballindalloch 
(51308) a Mulben Pride whose next nine 
dams were bred by Sir G. M. Grant, stands 
at the head of the stock bull list. He was 
by Jorum of Ballindalloch, also bred by Mr. 
Grant. His photo shows excellent lines, 
however he appears a trifle upstanding, the 
general conformation would suggest that he 
will “come down” to a massive fellow at ma- 
turity. Second station is held by the aged 
Elba Enchantress bull Ebelum of Ballindal- 
loch bred by Sir. G. M. Grant and sired by 
Eris of Harviestoun, bred by Mr. J. E. Kerr. 
The third place is occupied by the two-year- 
old Matilda of Wester Fowlis bull Field Mar- 
shal of Doonholm, bred by Mr. Kennedy, as 
was his next three dams, the sire being Eb- 
elum of Ballindalloch. Under the caption 
“The Breed History” we find this bit of 
news, at least it is news to us: “When and 
how polled cattle appeared in Britain are 
matters of conjecture. Professor Cossar 
Ewart has no doubt that polled animals were 
found in Britain during Roman times. He 
points to the fact that skulls withcut horn 
cores have been found at the Roman forts on 
Bar Hill and at Newstead, near Melrose.” 
This manner of cataloguing private herds 
constitutes a splendid publicity medium, for 
books of this nature will be retained for 
years and possibly centuries.

1867 Black Prince won grand championships 
everywhere including the grand x ser 
ship for the best animal exhibited at Smith- 
field, London. 

“The date 1873 is one you always want to 
remember. That is the year Aberdeen-An- 
gus were introduced into the United States 
by an importation of bulls brought to Amer- 
ica by Thomas Clark and George Grant to 
their ranch at Victoria, Kansas. The im- 
portation consisted of three bulls which came 
by way of New Orleans and were later ex- 
hibited at the Kansas City Fair, and were 
the first Aberdeen-Angus exhibited in any 
American show yard. These bulls created 
much interest and were the forerunners of 
the great influx which occurred a few years 
later as a result of the worldwide renown 
the breed had acquired by ‘winning the two 
supreme grand championships for the best 
groups over all breeds at the Paris .Univer- 
sal Exposition in 1878. - 

“It will be of interest to ‘you to know that 
Jos. H. Rea, the father of J. W. Rea,. Presi- 
dent of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association later secured one or

two of these first bulls that were brought to 
America as well as a large number of their 
descendan's and fed them at Carrollton, Mo., 
and marketed them in Chicago and they 
were scnt East to New York. They were 
the first steers carrying Aberdecn-Angus 
blood that came to market in America and 
fixed the spotlight on the breed’s ability to 
produce market toppers which have been 
Shining ever since. 

“In the year 1880 the Polled Cattle So- 
ciety of Scotland was organized and in 1881 
the age limit for grand champions at the 
Smithfield Show were reduced when en Ab- 
erdeen-Angus heifer won grand champion- 
ship. Thus it will be noted that Aberdecn- 
Angus have always been early maturers. 

“In the year 1876 we find that Prof. 
Brown of Ontario Agricultural College im- 
ported what is regarded as the first breeding 
herd that came to Canada, and in 1878 Find- 
ley & Anderson, Lake Forest, Illinois, im- 
ported the first pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
herd to the United States. It was not until 
the early 80’s, immediately following the 
sensa‘ional victories of William McCombie, 
Sir George Macpherson Grant and other 
breeders at Paris, France, in 1878, that the 
merits of the breed became universal, and 
large importations were made, and the 
breed permanently established in North 
America. 

“It is estimated that from 1880 to 1883 
over 2,000 Aberdeen-Angus were brought to 
the United States and Canada. The breed- 
ers who were instrumental in permanently 
establishing the breed in America by their 
importations and exploitations of the breed’s 
merits by exhibiting them are as follows: 
F. B .Redfield, Batavia, New York; T. W. 
Harvey, Turlington, Neb.; John S. Goodwin, 
Chicago, Illinois; J. V. Farwell, Bobcaygeon, 
Ontario, Canada; Mossom Boyd, Chicago, 
Illinois; Hon. J. H. Pope, Eastview. Quebec, 
Canada; Hon. M. H. Cochrane, Hillhurst, 
Qucbec, Canada; Geary Bros., London, On- 
tario, Canada; G. W. Henry, Kansas City, 
Missouri and others. 

“The official birth of the brced in Ameri- 
ca should naturally be given as 1883 because 
this is the year the breed became perma- 
nen’ly established in Amer‘ca and the year 
which the American Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Associa‘ion was organized. 

“The Association wes organized under the 
laws of the state of Illinois, under a special 
act entitled, ‘An Act concerning Corpora- 
tions’ which pertains to an act whereby As- 
societions -or corporations can organize on 
a fraternal plan as it were, not for pecuniary 
profit. 

“Since the year of 1883 the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed and its Asscciation has ex- 
perienced many ups and downs. There have 
keen times of cn'husiasm and prices ruled 
high and on the other hand there were ‘imes 
of depression and prices ruled low. 

“During 39 years and a few months the 
Association has enrolled 6,225 members and 
has registered 359,196 cattle Up to the pres- 
ent time Aberdecn-Angus I believe, have 
been bred in every state in the Union and 
Province of Canada except Rhode Island. 
Missouri was the leading state of production 
for several years after the breed was intro- 
duced into America and we find in 1884 G. 
W. Henry showed the best cows at Kansas 
City and also won the slaughter test. In 
1885 the late James J. Hill, the railroad mag- 
nate showed ‘Benholm’ at Chicago which 
dressed 71.4 per cent. In 1886 the X.I.T. 
ranch in Texas owned by the Farwell’s of 
Chicago and superintended by George Find- 
ley, started the great test of the three lead- 
ing beef breeds. We find that as the land 
was sold to settlers that the X.J.T. manage-

It has been largely 
through his untiring efforts in behalf of the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle that this Detroit 
show has been induced to recognize the Dod- 
dies. He is a worker and pulls for the breed 
all the time. 

Mr. Brinton F. Hall, of Belding, who is 
also an orchardist as well as a breeder of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle made a few very in- 
teresting and timely remarks.
